The goal of the Community Fund 
is considerably higher than the 
combined sums solicited by 
member organizations last year, 
when they obtained about $415,000 
by campaigns and otherwise. The 
difference is that the $1,081,684 of

year, whereas operations of some of 
‘them had been curtailed last year 
for lack* of money. 

Economic Saving Stressed. 

Officers of the Fund are stressing 
the economic saving in combining 
the work of+solicitation into one am 
nual campaign; heretofore, they esti- 
mate, about 15 per cent of money 
raised went to pay the cost of rais- 
ing. while hereafter this is expected 
to be 3% per cent or less.

“There has been established 
at The Hague a permanent court 
of international justice for the 
trial and decision of interna- 
tional causes by judicial meth- 
ods, now effective through the 
ratification by the _ signatory 

- Powers of a special protocol. It 
is organized and functioning. 
The United States is a competent 
suitor in the court, through pro- 
vision of the statute creating it, 
but that relation is not sufficient 
for a nation long committed to 
the peaceful settlement of inter- 
national controversies. Indeed, 
our nation had a conspicuous 
place in the advocacy of a 
agency of peace and interna- 
tional adjustment and our delib- 
erate public opinion of today is 
overwhelmingly in favor of our 
full participation, and the at- 
tending obligations of malinte- 
nance and the furtherance of its 
prestige. It is for this reason 
that I am now asking for the 
consent of the Senate to our ad- 
hesion to the protocol. 

“With this request I am sending 
to thé Senate a copy of the letter 
addressed to me by the Secretary 
of State, in which he pesents in 
detail the history of the estab- 
lishment of the oourt, takes note 
of the objection to our adher- 
ence because of the court’s or- 
ganization under the auspices of 
the League of Nations, and its 
relation thereto, and indicates 
how, with céftain reservations, 
we may fully adhere and partici- 
pate, and remain wholly free 
from any legal relation to the 
league or assumption of obliga- 
tion under the covenant of the 
league. ty 

“I forbear repeating the pre- 
sentation made by the Secre- 
tary of State, but there is one

phase of the matter not cov- 
ered in his letter with which I 
choose frankly to acquaint the 
Senate. For a long period, in- 
deed, ever since the interna- 
tional conference on the limita- 
tion of armament, the consider- 
ation of plans under which we 
might adhere to the protocol 
has beén under way. We were 
unwilling to adhere unless we 
could participate in the selec- 
tion of judges. We could not 
hope to participate with an 
American accord if adherence 
involved any legal relation to 
the league. These conditions, 
there is good reason to believe, 
will be acceptable to the signa- 
tory Powers, though nothing 
definitely can be done until the 
United States tenders adhesion 
with these reservations. Mani- 
festly the executive cannot 
make this tender until the Sen- 
ate has spoken its approval. 
Therefore, I most earnestly urge 
your favorable advice and con- 
sent. I would rejoice if some 
action could be taken, even in 
the short period which remains 
of the present session. 


“It is not a new problem in 
international relationship. It is 
wholly a question of accepting. 
an established institution of 
high character, and making ef- 
fective all the fine things which 
have been said by us in favor 
of such an agency of advanced 
civilization. It would be well 
worth the while of the Senate to 
make such a special effort as is 
becoming to record its approval. 
Such action would add to our 
own consciousness of participa- 
tion in the fortunate advance- 
ment of international relation- 
ship and remind the world anew 
that we are ready for our proper 
part in furthering peace and 
adding to stability in world af- 
fairs. ’

Gang Begins to Nibble at Bait a 


He asked Chief Postoffice Inspector Ralph Hug- 
dall at Minneapolis if anybody bad reported $10,- 
000 worth of Philippine Government bonds as lost, 
strayed or stolen. The inspector didn’t know, but 
he would make inquiry. He asked the Chief In- 
spector at Cincinnati if he knew anything about 
them. The Cincinnati inspector asked Matthews 
if anything like ‘that had been taken from the 
Hamilton County Bank. 

That was how Matthews found out that the rob- 
bers had begun to nibble at the bait of his trap. 
He went to Minneapolis and met the intermeii- 
ary and the game of wits began, with “Mr. X.” 
of South Dakota sitting in the shadows and play- 
ing the intermediary against the fiscal agent who 
played with the robbers in the dark background. 
The price which the intermediary had been told 
to ask for the Philippine bonds was 50 cents on 
the dollar, or $6000 for the lot. Partly to show 
that “Mr. X” meant business and partly because 
$10,000 Philippine bonds were a good buy at $6000, 
even if he was buying his own stuff, Matthews 
bought them for $5000. 

The man from whom the intermediary received 
the bonds had told him that with $5000 to show 
good faith he could get the marketing of $273,000 
in Liberty Bonds. 

When the $5000 was paid over to him he went 
away and was gone a week. He sajd he had been 
to Chicago and Fort Wayne, Ind., but that the 
holders of the Liberty Bonds were afraid to trust 
him with them and were going to relay them by 
automohjles to Minneapolis. 

Negotiations continued, with the mythical South 
Dakota banker pressing for securities. Word 
came that if “Mr. X"” would put up $3000 to show 
sood faith a batch of $70,000 bonds would be sold 
to him at 60 cents on the dollar. Matthews put 
up the $3900. to show how anxious “Mr. X” was 
to get the bonds. As a further evidence of good 
faith “Mr. X” was as*ed to make a payment of 
$20.000 on the $70,000 bonds. He turned over the 
$20,000 to the intermediary and the $70.000 honds 
were turned over to him. They proved to be, as 
Matthews had hoped, part of the bonds stolen 
from the Hamilton County Bank. 


Impatience of “Mr. X” Is Rewarded 


The mythical “Mr. X” was in a b i fix. His 
shortage was likely to be discovered at any min- 
ute.

from Paris. First reports were to the effect that 
they had been married there, but investigation 
disclosed the wedding had taken place In Lake- 
wood, N. J., on May 1, 3922, shortly before they 
sailed for Europe. Judge Harry E. Newman of 
the Ocean County bench and an old-time friend of 
Gould, told of performing the ceremony at his 
residence in the presence of three witnesses. In 
the license the bride gave her age as 29, the num- 
ber of her marriages “one,” her name as Guine- 
vere Jeanne sinclair and her fathere name as 
Alexander Campbefl Sinclair “of Dakota.” 

The two children were about 5 and 7 years old 
at the time of the wedding. 

The couple remaine®? in Europe after announc- 
ing the marriage and ere’ there now. where Gould 
said to be under the care of a physician fol- 
lowing his serious iliness of last fall in Scot- 
land. Dispatches from France recently have stat-

Suit Over Accounting of Estate 


The suit fer the accounting of the Gould estate 
is an outgrowth of criticism by Frank J. Gould, a 
brother, and other members of the family of the 
handling of the fortune by George J., who was re- 
moved as a trustee by Justice Whitaker in 1919 
on the ground that “he has demonstrated he -has 


no adequate realization of the duties of a fiduci- 


ary and that he was an unfit person to discharge 
the duties a trustee.” 

Litigation “over the judicial settlement of the 
estate has been in the courts for many years. Last 
year George J. Gould brought an action in 5Sur- 
rogate’s Court to compel the trustees of the estate 
to pay him $645,000, allegedly due him jn accumu- 
lated income. He was restrained from prosecut- 
ing the action, however, on an order obtained by 
Frank and his sister, the Duchess de Talleyrand, 
and his income impounded on the ground that he 
was indebted to the Gould estate for many; times 
the amount impounded. They contended the 
estate had lost more than $20,000,000 through his 
derefictions in management. 

Whether or not Gould has profited extensively 
from his handling of the estate remains for the 
‘courts to determine, but it is well known that his 
own private fortune has shown evidence of rapid 
expansion in the last few years, and this recalls 
an anecdote that originated within his family 
circle. Once, it is said, when his daughter, Glo- 
ria, then a little babbling child, was seated on the 
knee of a family friend, she was asked: “Suppose 
yoar father loses all his railroads, what then?” 
Her come-back was this: “Papa says they might 
take all his railroads away from him, but they'll 
never get his money.”

But eailors haven't a 
thing to do with it. save for 
the fact that they have fiz- 
ured in a good many of the 
cases that are docketed there. 

“The official title of the 
Port of Missing Men is the 
Bureau of Missing Persons, 
and through it flows a contin- 
vous stream of names of men, 
women and children who have 
disappeared while within the 
jurisdiction of the New York 
police. And the-list of these 
fsn't confined to New York 
by any means. Inquiries come 
from as far east as Petrograd 
and from as far west as 
Shanghai--or is Shanghai so 
far west that it is really east, 
after all?--and every one of 
them is phrased in practically 
the same words: ‘Can you se- 
eure any information about 
So and So, who is supposed to 
have been in New York be- 
tween such and such dates?’ 

“The amazing part of it is 
that. in the majority of cases, 
the New York police in: gen- 
eral and the men attached to the Bureau of Missing 
Persons in Particular are usually able to dig up the re- 
quested informetion. Sometimes, as in the case of 
Dorothy Arnold and a few others of this type. they fail 
dismally and a hue and cry about the inefficiency of 
the police force invariably follows, for the public ts 
always ready to forget 99 successes when one failure 
occurs. 

“It was/ into the @ureau of Missing Persons that 
Pietro came one day in a rather peculiar way. That’s 
Pietro up there,” and Quinn broke off suddenly to point 
toward a shelf on which, amid a clutter of unrelated 
articles, there reposed the skull of a man with a clean- 
cut gash in the bone just behind the forehead. The

There are a few who have had dogs of the Fichting 
such as airedales or South African boar hounds, 
weuld go in and bark at a lion in his lair and 
ether bay or drive him out to where a shot could be 
had, and which has also been used to a good advan- 
tage in driving out in dongas. 

4 donga may be a water course during the rainy sea- 
son, but is mostly dry, with occasional pools of water, 
in the dry season. There are always trees and clumps 
of thick bushes along the dongas. offering a cover and 
hiding place for. animals, and the ones to take advan- 
tage of these places are mostly carnivorous. 

“ighting dogs of different breeds have been. used 
with good results in working out places of this kind. 
When it comes to hound work—-laving dogs on a lion’s 
trail where he has passed perhaps several hours be- 
fore—-there is a different class of hunting and no dogs 
have ever done this work successfully except those 
that belonged to Mr. Rainey. 

The hounds must, first of all. be trained to pick up 
the lion’s track and trail it away. paving no attention 
to the byenas and jackals which surround the remains 
of bis meat when the start is usuai!ty made—and no at- 
tention to any other trail. 

The lion lies up for the day from one to 10 miles 
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v hich 


keep in sight or hearing of the hounds. 

The trail often leads through hundreds of head of 
game, such as gazelle, antelope and zebra. The hounds 
must be trained to pay no more attention to any of 
these than they would to as many cattle. 


I have seen buck, startled by a horseman, make a. 


wild rush for the plains or cover, run straight toward 
the pack of trailing hounds, and on.account of high 
grass not see them until only a few feet away, and then 
jump clear over the trailing dogs without affecting 
them in the least. 

In this class of hunting the fighting dogs can never 
be turned in with the trailing hounds. They should be 
in charge of strong native boys, who follow the trail- 
ing hounds with the fighting dogs in leash. I recount- 
ed in a previous article the heroism of one of these 
boys, who let two dogs lead him rieht up toa lion, re- 
fusing to release the leash because he had been in- 
structed to hang on until told to free them. 

Some of these boys are able to run so fast that they 
can keep in sight or hearing of the hounds and hunters 
for several miles. If the lions go a long distance be- 
fore lying up for. the day, one of the hunters usually 
rides a little behind to keep the boys coming in the 
right direction. 

When the lion is jumped the signal is given and 
the boys turn in the fight dogs. Whoever has remained 
behind directing the boys, now starts in a gallop to- 
wards the hounds and the fighting dogs following 
behind.

University.Observatory ang research asso- 
tiate of the Mount Wilson Observatory, 
declared in an addreas not long ago be- 
fore the Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton D. C. 

“Recent physical research has told us 
so much about the properties of atoms 
that we have come to a new understand- 
ing of wh't we observe in the stars,” said 
Dr. Russeli. “Our knowledge of the com- 
position of the stars depends upon the 


lines which we observe in their spectrum 


and which show the presence of many of 
the familiar «hemical e'ements. 

“The atmospheres of the cooler stars 
are full of ‘he vapors of metals, whfle in 
the hottest stars the metals seem almost 
to disappear and to be replaced by gases 
It has been 
supposed that this means that the stars 
differ in chemical composition, or that 
atoms of one kind are changed into those 
of another ind at such high tempera- 
tures; but in the laboratory we can sub- 
ject atoms to far more violent treatment 
than they receivé in the atmosphere of 
the stars without the leest sign of their 
changing into atoms of «ther sorts. 

“We can. however, 'nock oné or two 
electrons off he atome. and each time an 
electron is removed the\ s»ectrum of the 
light given by the atom canges entirely. 
After two or three such changes there 
are practically no lines left tn the acces- 
sible part of the spectrm. though there 
may be strong radiations of ultra-violet 
or X-rays.” 

Dr. Rrssell stated that fn®the hotter 
tars the atoms of the metals are in this 
-ondition and though still present, do not 
reveal therselves to the spectroscope. On 
the other hend, gases live helium are s0 
hard to see-sthining thet it is only in the 
hotter stars that We can tell that they are 
there. The most abundant elements, such 
as hydrogen, show their presence when 
less abundant ohes would disappear. :
